An Eminent Dramatic Critic Hakes This 


Strange Confession. 


We were talking together in a club 


corner, says the Boston Journal^

THE SPANISH 'ARMADA. 


Belles,of This Famous Fleel That Have 


Been Found ia Sllgo Bay. 


YfilHam Frederic Tilion, writing of 


ihe Spanish armada in the- Century, 
says: 


One of ihe most fatal spots for 


anuada ships has been Sligo Jiay. 
When Geoffrey Femon went to view 
this.scene of disaster he found Span- 
ish guns sunk half a norseman's siaff 
in the shifting sand, and "muabeml 
in one strand of less ihan five miles in 
length above 1,100 dead corpses of 
men which ihe sta had driven upon 
the shore;" and the country people 
iold him "the like was in oilier places, 
though not of like number." Some- 
what later, the lord deputy, on his 
way, as he expressed it, to dispatch 
"those rags" of ihe Spaniards which 
still infected the country, saw with 
amazement the masses of wreckage 
scattered along si beach on the same 
coast—timber enough to build "five 
of the greatest ships that ever I saw. 
besides mighty great boats, cables 
and other cordage, and some such 
masts for bigness and length as 1 
never saw any two could make the 
like." A copy of the sailing direc- 
tions given by Medina Sidonia, found 
in some sea captain's sea chest among 
the wreckage, fell into the lord dep- 
uty's hands. A grim smile must have 
flitted over his face as he read the 
words: "Take great heed lest you 
fall upon the island of Ireland, for 
fear of the harm that may happen 
unto you upon that coast." An'ar- 
mada relic still more touching than 
these instructions is part of a letter 
written off Dingley by a Spanish cap- 
tain, begging the president of Mttn- 
ster for friendly treatment. Into a 
bundle of state'papers which tell, in 
the language of the victors, the awful 
story of shipwreck and bloodshed on 
the Irish coast, this fragment, rusty 
and stained, as if by salt water, has 
strayed like a wail from the van- 
quished.

SPAIN'S NATIONAL DEBT. 


Ia the Enormous Amount of $94 Per 


Capita in American Honey. 


Some idea of the magnitude of this 


burden resting upon the Spanish peo- 
ple can be gained by a comparison vrith 
our own situation. Their national 
debt per capita is about 486 pesetas, 
or $94 in American money. Mulhall, 
a few years ago, estimated the wealth 
of Spain at about $455 per capita; 
perhaps by this time it could be placed 
at $460. The per capita debt of the 
Spanish government, therefore, is 
more than 20 per cent, of the per cap- 
ita wealth of the entire nation. 


The debt of tlie United States gov- 


ernment, which in 1866 amounted to 
two and three-quarter billions of clol- 
larSj stood in January, 1898, at (net.) 
$1,011,701.338:04 
including 
the 


greenbacks. This would'be a per 
capita indebtedeness of about 
$14. 


The per capita wealth of the United 
States was, in 1890, $1,036; now it is 
of course greater, but even on the 
1890 basis, the per capita indebted- 
ness of the government 
to-day 


amounts to only 1$ per cent, of the 
per'capita wealth of the nation.; The 
per capita interest charge on this debt 
amounted, in 1896-97, to abo:ut 53 
cents; in Spnin the annual cost of the 
public debt is nearly $6 per capita.—•
